INCOME TAX RECEIPTS HERE 
OFF 1.5 PCT, FROM LAST YEAR 


Collections $160,000 Less Than $10,- 
600,000 Figure for 1938; In- 
crease in Returns. 

Receipts of Federal income taxes 
from’ the Eastern District of Mis- 
souri for the first quarter of 1939 
were about 1% per cent less than 
in the corresponding period last 
year, when payments aggregated 
about $10,600,000, it was said at the 
Federal Building today. The de- 
crease amounted to about $160,000. 

There were about 105,000 returns, 
by individuals and corporations, in- 
cluding many showing no taxable 
income, compared with about 80,000 
returns last year. Detailed figures 
on collections and returns are not 
available. 

Nearly all the returns and pay- 
ments for the first quarter of this 
year were made in March, only 
about 200 returns having been filed 
in January and Februury. In near- 
ly all cases, except for small taxes, 
payments included only a fourth of 
the tax, under the quarterly install- 
ment plant. The annual deadline 
for filing returns was March 15.

COLUMBUS, O., April 1 (AP).— 
The New York Athletic Club’s re- 
lay team set a world record of 
3:31.38 for the 400-yard  free-style 
event last night in the National A. 
A. U. swimming championships, 
giving the Gothamites a three-point 
lead for the team championship 
now held by Ohio State University. 


The New York A. C. took a tenth 
of a second off the 3:314 world 
mark set in 1937 by the University 
of Michigan, and beat Yale Univer- 
sity’s freshmen by five yards. The 
Yale Varsity was third, and Ohio 
State’s defending champs fourth. 
The relay victory, in which Tom 
McDermott, Jim Reilly, Walter 
Spence and Peter Fick represented 
the New York A. C., gave that club 
20 points for the first seven events, 
three ahead of Ohio State. The 
winning team split the world rec- 
ord about equally. Fick paced the 
quartet with a 51.1 performance, 
Spence’s time was 52.2, Reilly made

only step ever taken toward elec- 
tion of Aldermen by wards,” and 
added: “If we become satisfied that 
the people really want such a 
change we will submit such a 
charter amendment for their vote.” 

However, he said his party was 
not yet satisfied that sound gov- 
ernment required the change. The 
people were dissatisfied with elec- 
tion of members of the old House 
of Delegates by wards, he assert- 
ed. He chided the Republicans for 
not having provided for ward elec- 
tions when they were in power, 
from the time of adoption of the 
present provision in 1914 to 1933, 
if they believed in it. 

There has been no criticism by 
any responsible person, of the work 
of the Democratic Board of Alder- 
men nor any reasonable conten- 
tion of failure to pass needed legis- 
lation, Mason said. He denied that 
appropriations had been wasteful 
and said every one had been ap- 
proved unanimously by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 
composed of himself, Mayor Dick- 
mann and one Republican, Comp- 
troller Nolte.

Book for Girls 
Who Are at Age 
of Adolescent 


{Discusses Physical Changes 


and Contains Good 
Psychology, Doctor Says.

AM frequently asked to recom- 

mend a book for young people 

which instructs them about the 
changed world that they find 
after they come from the protect- 
ed period of childhood. I can rec- 
ommend one published by Whittle- 
sey House, called A Girl Grows 
Up, by Ruth Fedder, M. A. 

Besides frank and sensible advice 

about the physical changes that 
occur in girls at the age of adoles- 
cence, it contains a great deal of 
good psychology. 
’ What is meant by growing up? It 
means emotional maturity. The 
mature person generally has a 
sense of security, of knowing what 
is expected of her, and what she 
can do. She has learned how to 
get along happily with people. She 
may employ many techniques to do 
so. She is willing to take respon- 
sibility. She may be praised or 
criticised for what she has done, 
but she takes the responsibility 
just the same. 

No high-school girl could be ex- 
pected to meet successfully all of 
these standards. That is true large- 
ly because the statements listed 
above are for the adult who has 
truly grown up in the most d:sir- 
able sense of that term. Very few 
complete adults can meet those re- 
quirements, but if the high-school 
girl, in gaining self-confidence will 
consider sensibly how she may at- 
tain security, how she may attain 
the technique of getting along hap- 
pily with people, and how she may 
deserve to take responsibility, she 
will go a long ways in growing up. 

Gaining self-confidence. is a prob- 
lem with many girls at the adoles- 
cent period and is often a very dif- 
ficult problem for parents and 
teachers to meet. 

A handicap is often more of an 
advantage than a disadvantage. 
Clara Barton spent several years 
fof her childhood in a sick room 
nursing a crippled brother younger 
than herself. She came out of that 
experience shy, retiring and afraid 
of people. Since she realized that 
this might handicap her in later 
life, she deliberately worked to 
overcome the difficulty and suc- 
ceeded so well that she founded 
the American Red Cross and trav- 
eled all over the world, working 
always with people. 

When Katherine Cornell was a 
child, she spent several years in 
bed with her back strapped to a 
board, but she did not accept de- 
feat. She is now acknowledged 
one of the finest actresses on the 
Americann stage. 

Alice Freeman Palmer failed her 
entrance examinations to college. 
She renewed her efforts, and at 26 
was president of Wellesley.
